Judge Humphrey’s ruling releases the 8400, 
m0 Appropriated by the legislature to permit 
the purchase of materials for convict labor 
on state contracts. An injunction tying up 
this sum was secured several months ago. by 
Attorney Levy Mayer. In the attack upon 
ihe Validity of the law it was alleged that the 
word * willful" had been inserted in it after 
Goy, Yates had signed it. Judge Humphrey 
eld that the records of the general assembly 


show it to have been adopted as an amend- 
ment, and that the court could not go behind 


the records. No written opinion was fled. 


Arguments for the Dismissal. 


Attorney Mayer represented Whiting G. 
Press, a resident of California, who is a tax- 
payer in Chicago. At the hearing last week | 
Judge Moran appeared for Mr. Press. The 
argument in favor of. dismissing the in- 
junction covered these four points: ;

Swims to Wrecked Car. 

*The faint rays of my lantern threw just 
enough light for me to distinguish three cars, 
but ween myself and them there was a 
chasm fully fifty feet wide through which 
dashed a river almost level with the ground 
upon which I stood. Opposite me I could 
make out the outlines of three cars, but the 
other four that usually make up No. 11 were 
nowhere in sight. 

“I started across the mesa in the direc- 
tion of the river, which was high and making 
much noise. After walking about half a mile 
I saw near the bank a dark object. It was 
almost stationary in midstream, with one 
end swinging toward the left bank. 

I slipped off my clothes and plunged in, 
swimming in the direction in which I had 
come, as I knew the strong current would 
carry. me downstream. By proceeding in 
this course I managed to get to the object, 
which proved to be a chair car, half on its 
side; and held in position by an arm of land 
extending into into the stream probably fifteen

there was not a soul to be found, 
Guided by the light of my lamp on shore 
I struck out for the bank, and, being a strong 
swimmer, I reached it in a few moments.
